Caesar Changes His Mind 


Mussolini, who was supposed to have decided upon & na- 


tional election, decides not to call it. He finds that he doesn't 
want an election just now. 


Evidently the dictator is worrying lest the people, with a 


free chance to empress their sentiment, should vote against 
him. That would mean an end of Mussolini. Even dictatorship 
cannot endure after the public will has ceased to sustain them. 


The powerful Giornale d'ltalia, regretting the apparent mis- 


understanding, remarks that the "government must stabilize 
its platform." In other words, Mussolini, who is the present 
government, must know his own mind. It is a timely warning. 
A dictator who hesitates and wavers is no longer a good dic- 
tator. People do not trust a doubter with absolute power. 


So it looks like the beginning of the end of the arrogant Sig- 


nor Mussolini, modern Ceasar. Whether he graciously permits' 
an election or not, he will drop from power one of these times 
very suddenly. This modern world, with its democratic ideas 
of freedom and what not, is really no world for dictators.

"" SUPERPOWER SYSTEM 


(From the Boston Sunday Herald.) 
Concord, Dec. 22.—New Hampshire 


Is now working out a super-power sys- 
tem on a scale based largely on the 
state boundaries, but comprising na- 


super-power project, so much 


talked about, comprehends. 


The utilities of the state, encour- 


aged by the public service commission, 
are gradually connecting their 
lines 


and getting ln_ the wa.y_o£~a-free-inter- 
change of current. With the. construc- 
tion of a comparatively few, miles of 
transmission lines, all of the larger 
plants may be connected, and the.bulld- 


of less than 100 miles would con- 


nect all of the electric utilities In New 
Hampshire. 


As In the case of the national super- 


power system in contemplation, the 
New Hampshire policy, approved by 
the public service commission, includes 
the generation of electricity by steam 
at tidewater and the utilization of hy- 
dro-electric power that may be obtain- 
'able'from rivers within The zone, or 
within transmission distance. The big 
super-power plai. provides for large 
generating plants to be built at strate- 
gic mining centres convenient to the 
larger Industries which will feed into 
this great power line and hence out to 
the consumers. Similarly, New Harnp- 


Ire power utilities have been extend- 


thelr lines, to the end that the 


steam and water power plants may be 
hitched up, and when one section Is 
short of power, it may be supplied with

power by another utility over connect- 
ing lines, thus enabling all sections to 
have continuous and efficient service. 


Storrs Working On Plan. 


Public Service Commissioner John 


W. Stors, who is an engineer of long 
experience, and who before his appoint-j 
ment to the commission wa.s.the board's 
chief engineer and now handles all the 
engineering problems, has given much 
study to the power possibilities of the 
state. The progress that has 
been 


made is largely due to his provision, 
i 


"It should be borne In mind," said j 


Mr. Storrs, "that electricity, in the past i 
of prime importance only to milLs and 
industries, is now becoming- an actual | 
necessity for domestic purposes, not 
only in the cities but in the farming 
communities. J.t is not possible to state 
with exactness the amounts of hydra- 
lie power in New Hampshire, nor Is it 
possible to estimate closely the amount 
of industrial power generated by coal 
in plants which do not 
have 
water 


power. 
But the amount of power in 


the present power developments that 
would be saved by a fairly complete 
system of storage, would be the equiv- 
alent of 170,000 tons of coal a year in 
New Hampshire and about 100,000 tons 
a year to users of power outside this 
state, a total of 270,000 tons. At the 
present price of coal, $8 a ton, that 
would be a saving of more than $2,000,- 
000 a year and In addition'to the sav- 
ing in dollars, the lesser use of coal 
would relieve the freight, and provide 
equipment for a better paying class of 
freight."

Functions and Duties 


The Coast Guard was created by the 


act of Congress approved 
Jan. 28. 


1915, 
by combining therein the former 


Revenue-Cutter Service and the for- 
mer Life Saving Service. 


The Revenue Cutter 
Service.- was 


originally established in 1799- at the 
second session of the First Congress, 
upon the recommendation, of the first 
Secretary of the Treasury, as the re- 
sult of the need for the services of a 
coast patrol for the enforcement of 
the customs laws and an organized 
armed force for the protection of the- 
seacoast. By evolutionary 
processes 


coincident with the steady growth of 
the Xation additional duties were sue 
ccssively added 
to this service 
to 


meet the ever-increasing demands of 
the maritime interests ir. so far as 
they were connected -with 
govern- 


duties.

The 
Life-Saving 
Service was not 


the creation o£ a siagle legislative act, 
but the result of a series of enact-
